And learned Lord upon the Woolfack would here- 
after ftand in the temple of Fame, upon the fame 
line with Cowper and Somers, and though his gene- 
ral interpretation of any law might be of equal 
weight with them ; yet, in this particular cafe, it 
could not be fo. Every body knows the credit that 
belongs to cotemporary expofition. They not only 
lived at the time, but were principal actors in the 
great feene ; and the queftion decided by the refolu- 
tion of the 1709, turned upon the true fenfe, mean- 
ing, and intent of the very treaty which themfelves 
had made, He then ftated fuccinétly the proceed- 
ings in the year 1709 ; fhowed that no deternina- 
tion had ever been more folemn, nar carried {trong - 
er marks of impartiality ‘That, as it was the firlk 
time that queftion refpecting the eleétion of the 
Scotch Peers came before the Houfe, fo there ap- 
pears to have been the utmolt folicitude to deter- 
mine it in fuch a manner as to prevent all future 
difcufion upon the fubjec&t. With this view, the 
different points were ftated, argued at the bar, de- 
bated in the Houfe, decided, and entered upon re- 
cord as general propofitions ; and, what is very. re- 
markable, the Journals thew, that whatever diffe- 
rence of opinion there might be with regard to the 
points themfelves, the whole Houfe acquiefced as 
tothe mode ; all agreed that the queftion thould be 
fo framed as to receive a general decifion, for this 
evident purpofe, that fuch decifion might bind the 
cafe generally. It is revocable—No doubt every re 
folution mult in its nature be fo; but tillit is refeind- 
ed, every refolution conceived in general terms, does 
extend to every eafe to which in fair conttruction it 
applies. It were a mooftrous fuppofition, indeed, 
that wheo the Houfe, io the refolution fo often al- 
luded to, dedided that a Scotch Peer, ftanding in the 
predicament there defcribed, had not a right to yote, 
the intention was, chat fuch vote was to be deemed 
illegal when given to the Marquis of Lothian, but 
was admiffible at any future election. 

There were, faid he, as your Lordthips all know, 
various other refolutions made at the fame time, and 
thefe refolutions have eftablifhed the rule that go- 
verns our elections: in all the cafes to which they ap- 
ply. It is by mo means trae, in point of fact, that 
the Lord Regi/ter confiders himfelf as a mere mini- 
fterial officer, having no power of rejecting votes. 
He does exercife fach power. One inftance will. be 
fuficient ; and I chofe it for a.particular purpofe. 

The ftarute for carrying the Union into effet fays, 
That Peers hall have a right to vote by litts validly 
fgned. Queltions arofe with refpéec to the meaning 

.of this expretlion :. 17, Whether it was neceflary 
that a figned lilt thould have two fubfcribing wir- 
nefles ? , 2d/y, Whether the writer’s name malt be 
defigned in the body of the inftrumeat? The 
Moufe refolved, That the firit was neceffary: "That 
the fecohd was not. . If a lift. is fent without fub- 
{cribing witnefles, it is reje&ted. So that if the two 
noble Dukes who tendered their yores at the falt ¢ 
lestion,*had fent figned lifts, without fubferibing wits } 
neffes, the clerks would certainly have rejeed them. 
Their vores, in that cafe, would have been contrary 
to ¢wo refolutions ; whereas the introment not be- 
ing ‘informal, they were contrary only to one refo- 
lution. 

After having ftated the difference between the 
refolution in 1709, and that in the Duke of .Bran- 
don’s cafe, to which it had in the courfe ofthe de- 
bate been compared, and thown thar the laft:men- 
tioned refolution was extlaimed againit-at the time 
by the Scotch Commiflianess, as a direct infraction 
of what had been exprefsly agreed upon in the ne- 
gociation, he made- fome anfwers-to what had fal- 
len frgm other Lords in the -courfe Of the debate, 
wlich would not be intelligible, without too much 
detail. We then faid, that as to the obfervation 
made.upon the Houfe nor having tran{mitred to the 
Lord Regitter the refolutiea of 1709, he thought 
it little délerved the (trefs which bad been taid upon 
it.”

He coneluded with faying, it was ‘impoflible he 
could have aay perfonal views or motives whatever to 
bias his judgment upon this oceafion. *He had all 
poflible refpe@ for the noble Lords who had obtain- 
ed hereditary feats in Parliament fince thé Union. — 
He was conneded with fome by the ties of blood, 
by the ties of friedd(hip with more, and had the ha- 
bits of familiar intercourfe with all. He could not 
fay, that he was fpeaking dire@ly againit his own 
perfonal interefts; but. he was {peaking againft that 
which their Lordthips would ealily believe was little: 
lefs dear to him than bis own —the intereft of thofe f 
he fhould leave behind. In all human probability, 
the fon that facceeded, him would have an ‘he- 
reditary feat in Parliament. 

It could not therefore be imagined, that he ‘ar- 
gued contentioufly upon this occafion ; and if he had 
poke with umufval warmth and ¢agernefs, it was 
becaufe he {poke from the {tronge!t conviction’ the 
heart of man can feel.
